Dale Shaffer Announces Plan 
For Dispersal of Coldstream 


E. E. Dale Shaffer, owner of the noted 
Coldstream Stud, at Lexington, announced 
this week his intention to discontinue the 
commercial breeding of Thoroughbreds. 

Mr. Shaffer indicated that his band of 
broodmares (with two exceptions), num- 
bering about 50, probably would be sold 
at the Keeneland Fall Sales. The foals of 
1951 are tentatively headed for the 1952 
Keeneland Summer Sales. The present 
plan is to sell privately the Coldstream 
stallions, and the shares in syndicate- 
owned stallions, possibly later this fall. 
The horses owned outright by Coldstream 
are *Heliopolis, the leading sire of 1950; 
Reaping Reward, Coldstream, and the 
now-retired *Bull Dog. The Shaffer estab- 
lishment also has shares in the syndicated 
stallions *Djeddah, *Nirgal, *Goya II, 
*Priam II, *Hierocles, *Adaris, and 
Bolero. 


The Coldstream Stud property, a tract 
of 705 acres on the Newtown Pike, just 
outside Lexington, will be retained by Mr. 
Shaffer until he decides upon its disposi- 
tion, he said. It is probable that the farm 
will be sold privately, “providing that an 
attractive-enough offer” is made for the 
property, which is well equipped for rais- 
ing horses. The farm may continue to be 
used by Mr. Shaffer in connection with 
preparing the 195] foal crop for next 
summer’s auctions. No plans have been 
made for the disposal of the herd of reg- 
istered Angus cattle at the farm. 


Mr. Shaffer explained his decision by 
citing the increasing demands on his time 
by various private businesses, along with 
his duties as president of the Michigan 
Racing Association, operating a _ mile 
track at Detroit. 


“It is after long deliberation and with 
deepest regret,” he stated, “that I have 
decided I must turn my attention from the 
full-scale problem of Thoroughbred pro- 
duction to the clear duty of devoting more 
of my time to personal management of the 
interests developed by my father, the late 
C. B. Shaffer. Naturally I shall continue 
my affiliation with the Michigan Racing 
Association, to which project, I might add, 
I have become genuinely attached, but the 
Barbara Oil Company and the Penn 
Union Electric Company will, in addition, 
require a large part of my time and effort. 


“Horse racing is my first love, of course. 
Furthermore, no one knows better than 
I that fortune has indeed smiled upon 


Coldstream Stud. I can state frankly that 
my broodmare and stallion bands have 
never been as powerful as they are now, 
even in wonderful old *Bull Dog’s hey- 
day, and I am sure they are just coming 
into their own. The now sucklings are 
most impressive, for instance, coming as 
they do in the main from young mares, not 
that many of them are not out of stakes 
winners and mares that have thrown 
stakes winners. 


“It is, as a consequence, painful to me 
to state that I am giving up the successful 
going undertaking that Coldstream is, 
especially in the light of my deep affec- 
tion for it and for the horse industry in 
general. I am _ not, however, deserting 
breeding altogether, since I shall retain 
Miss Mommy and The Fat Lady, two 
mares named for my wife and little daugh- 
ter, respectively, and Mrs. Shaffer will re- 
tain her racing stable, which we intend to 
augment from year to year from the year- 
ling auctions.” 


Mr. Shaffer also announced that he 
has resigned as a member of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, of which 
he has been chairman. 


Charles A. Kenney, who has successful- 
ly managed Coldstream for many years, 
will remain at the farm until the proposed 
liquidation is finished. After that, he said, 
he will be “looking for a job.” 


E. E. DALE SHAFFER 
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Claiborne Buys Desert Sun 


A. B. Hancock Jr. has purchased for 
Claiborne Farm the 9-year-old broodmare 
Desert Sun, by Hyperion—Brulette, by 
Bruleur. She was bought from Sir Richard 
Sykes’ Sledmere Stud, in England, and 
will be delivered this fall. She is in foal 
to Prince Chevalier, sire of Arctic Prince, 
the 1951 Epsom Derby winner, and will 
be bred next year to either Count Fleet 
or *Nasrullah. 


Desert Sun won a division of the Maiden 
Plate at three, and is the dam of a 2-year- 
old stakes winner in England this year, 


-by Nearco. Brulette, the dam of Desert 


Song, was bred in France. She won stakes 
in France and in England, including the 
English Oaks, Queen Alexandra Stakes, 
Goodwood Cup, and other races. She is 
the dam of eight winners, including sev- 
eral stakes winners. Seaweed (by Spear- 
mint), the second dam, is the dam of four 
winners, including the stakes winner and 
sire Hotweed (a brother to Brulette). 

Desert Sun will be Claiborne Farm’s 
second daughter of Hyperion. The Han- 
cocks already own the mare *Highway 
Code, out of Book Law. 


The Status of Leibwachter 


Dr. C. Walter Mattingly, New Orleans 
surgeon, still has hope for registering the 
German stallion Leibwachter, which he 
purchased at the Remount dispersal sale 
at Fort Reno. The horse, by Brantome— 
Lilac Time, by Pharos, was foaled in Ger- 
many, where Lilac Time was taken by the 
Germans in 1941. She was returned to 
France in 1946.

About Winding’Em Too Tight 


Late one night after a session of the 
Saratoga yearling sales I am sitting in 
“Mother” Goldsmith’s restaurant drink- 
ing a cup of coffee. “Mother” appears in 
quotes because this individual is by no 


means a female, being a fellow of a little 


below average height, with the build of a 
steeplechase rider, if anyone could per- 
suade him to ride a steeplechaser, which 
is very unlikely. 

A thin, nervous man with white hair 
brushed straight back climbs onto the 
stool beside me. I look up and see that 
the guy is George (Slim) Sulley, who will 
be remembered by racing people as the 
man who takes the place of the man who 
isn’t there. Mr. Sulley, in brief, is the 
fellow who saddles Count Turf for Sol 
Rutchick in the Kentucky Derby, and 
thereafter appears prominently in win- 
ning-circle photos. 


I immediately broach the subject of 
Count Turf and the Derby, for I am more 
or less looking for Mr. Sulley around 
the yearling sales yard, and he doesn’t 
show. Mr. Sulley doesn’t know me from 
Attila’s off warhorse, but that doesn’t 
make any difference, because he is always 
willing to talk about horses, and especial- 
ly Count Turf. 


“Count Turf is at the farm,” he says. 
Which farm? 


“Ask Sol Rutchick. He trains the horse, 
and he'll tell you all about him. But put 
this down too,” he glances at my notebook 
and deduces that I’m some kind of news- 
paper wretch. “Sol Rutchick is too busy 
to come to Kentucky for the Derby, or 
he’d’ve been there. He asks me to take 
the horse down for him and he deserves 
the credit for winning the Derby. A lot 
of guys have got the zing out for Sol be- 
cause he doesn’t show up at Louisville, 
but he trains the horse except for the last 
ten days. 

“You know what makes me like that 
horse to win the Derby? Well, I fly him 
down there on the Friday before the race. 
I unload him, and gallop him once around 
the track on Saturday. Slow gallop. On 
Sunday I breeze him a half in about :48. 
On Monday I gallop him around the 
track again. On Tuesday I put the prep 
to him: I work him three-quarters in 
about :14, go the seven furlongs in about 
:26, and the mile and an eighth in :51 
and 4. Wednesday I walk him. Thurs- 


day we gallop once around. Friday we 


go a half in :48 and 1. Saturday morning 
we walk, and there’s the pot! 

“People think I’m crazy when I walk 
Count Turf on the morning of the race, 
but let me tell you something: you can 
break a watch by winding it too tight. 
Count Turf is tight, and what’s the point 
of doing anything more with him? 

“What’s the good if a horse works a 
fast mile and comes back knocked out?” 
Mr. Sulley stares at me indignantly, and 
takes a sip of coffee. I don’t say any- 
thing, but I try to look like a man who 
won't knock out a horse with any fast 
works. “What’s the good of the work?” 
he demands. “If you give me a horse to 
train, and he leaves his race on the track, 
I'm no trainer. Maybe people do think 
I’m crazy when I walk Count Turf on 
the morning of the Derby, but he came 
out there looking for horses, didn’t he?” 

Deponent nods yes. 


TRAINER GEORGE (SLIM) SULLEY 
Tighten, but don’t break. 


“You can knock a horse out in one morn. 
ing.” here Mr. Sulley looks like a man 
looking for trainers who will knock a 
horse out in one morning, “but you can’t 
bring him back so quick. A horse will 
tell you when he’s ready if you're any 
kind of a horseman. On that day, Count 
Turf can beat any 3-year-old in training, 
and he can do it again if he gets that fit 
again. And he can run a couple of miles 
if necessary.” 

The man who walks Count Turf when 
walking is what he needs demolishes a 
sandwich, finishes off his coffee, and takes 
a look at the U. S. Turf in general. 


“There’d be no early 2-year-old racing 
if I could help it,” he states emphatically. 
“Look over the dope on the old-time 
horses, when a champion was a champion. 
As a rule, they don’t start until June. In 
this day everybody’s in a hurry, but 
where’re they going?” I am impaled on an 
angry glance from Mr. Sulley, but I de- 
cline to name any destinations. “What 
difference does it make,” he pounds it out 
with a spoon, “Jf you don’t start a 2-year- 
old until fall, but wind up with a good 
3-year-old? That’s what you want, ain’t 
it?” To this I nod agreement. 


“And the junk they give horses nowa- 
days. Vitamins!” He spits out the word 
as scornfully as if he were saying 
Vishinsky! “Man o’ War didn’t need no 
vitamins. Kingston didn’t need no vita- 
mins. Dr. Green is the right prescription. 
You can’t beat Dr. Green. 

“How many men would’ve walked 
Count Turf on the morning of the Derby?” 
he demands, getting back to a more 
digestible topic. 

“Most trainers would’ve blown him out,” 
I suggest. 

“They’d’ve done something with him,” 
Mr. Sulley assents, “But he is as tight 
as I can get him, so why try to get him 
any tighter? Especially for $98,000 and 
that trophy.” I nod approval. You've got 
to approve success. 

“I come around the race track in 1896,” 
he replies to direct examination, “and [’'m 
70 years old now. I’m 14-15 years old 
when I go to work for Henry J. McCarthy, 
who later studies to be a vet. I work for 
Little Mike Daley, Johnny McCafferty, 
Frank Lightfoot. I train horses in France 
when racing goes out in New York in 
1910-11. I come back to this country 
in 1912. You know one thing that’s wrong 
with racing these days?” I lift an eyebrow. 

“Boys don’t come around the race track 
young enough. You can’t hire a boy any 
more until he’s 16. You can’t take a boy as 
an apprentice until he’s 16. By the time 
he’s 18 he tells you to drop dead. And 
if you’re going to develop race riders, you 
need at least one race for maiden jockeys 
every week. How else are they going to 
get experience? Riding stake horses? 

“This was racing.” The man who doesn’t 
wind up Count Turf another notch when 
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he is already tight enough makes a broad 
sweep with his arm, taking in a slice off 
the front porch of the Grand Union Hotel, 
the Turf museum in Congress Park, and 
the whole of the Saratoga race track area. 
“This was the town! North, South, East, 
and West, they used to come up here and 
pitch their horses together. This is racing. 
All we got left is Saratoga. We got to 
keep it. It’s a great month—sales, racing, 
the Travers, the Hopeful. That’s racing. 
The museum is a great thing, too. That’s 
part of racing. With pictures of the great 
horses. Should’ve had it years ago. It’s 
something to be proud of. There’s no need 
for the people of racing to go around 
looking ashamed, like a bunch of pick- 
pockets. 

“But.” he wags a bony finger at me, 
“when people buy horses just to see how 
much money they can make out of them, 
that ain’t racing. The true test of a trainer 
is not in claiming horses. Let a man buy 
himself some yearlings and get ’em ready 
to run. Then we'll find out if he’s a 
trainer. The fellows who train for people 
who buy yearlings are the trainers. And 
not wait around until somebody gets a 
horse ready, and you walk in and claim 
him, and win a couple of days later, and 
then tell everybody you’re a hell of a 
trainer. Give a guy like that a couple 
of yearlings, and in two days he’s in the 
madhouse. 

“All those guys do is try to imitate 
what a successful trainer has done, with- 
out knowing why he did it. Let a good 
man cut his horse’s feet down and slope 
‘em toward the inside, and all those guys 
are doing the same thing. All of a sudden 
they get brilliant. They’re threatened with 
intelligence. 

“Everyone wants to be a horse trainer,” 
the man who is in Count Turf’s corner de- 
claims a little bitterly. “They buy a 
watch and think they’re trainers. They 
break down more horses with a watch 
then anything else. But if they had to 
pay a few of the bills on horses, they’d 
quit being trainers. Anyhow, horses to- 
day ain’t what they used to be. They 
fall apart like an accordeen. 

“The real men in racing,” Slim Sul- 
ley’s voice softens, “are the breeders. 
I'm for the guy who breeds horses and 
keeps guys like me going. The day they 
stop, guys like me will have to start push- 
ing a broom.” 

Slim Sulley finishes another cup of cof- 
fee, slides off his stool, and starts toward 
the door. “Don’t forget what I say about 
Sol being too busy to come to Churchill 


Downs. He’ll be sending another horse , 


out of town some day and I'll want to 
take him. And say something about the 
Railroad Stable. Those’re fine fellows and 
they're coming back into racing. See you 
later.” 

The thin, white-haired man walks off 
into the darkness. He’s part of racing, too. 
A solid part.

THE HANDLING OF YOUNG STALLIONS 


A Period of Adjustment and Education Is Necessary When a Young Horse Is 
Preparing to Enter the Stud. His Future Attitude Is Being Shaped. 


N THIS DISCUSSION of stallions, the emphasis will be on 

the veterinary aspects rather than on problems that are 
normally considered in connection with horse husbandry. 
Feeding. grooming, exercising, and routine care are outside the 
immediate scope of this paper. 


Perhaps the logical beginning of this discussion should 
concern the young stallion who is retired from racing or train- 
ing and is sent to the farm to enter the stud. Generally speak- 
ing. a horse going into the stud is about four years old or 
older. although a few horses are bred to mares at the age of 
three. Occasionally a young horse is forced out of training for 
one season because of some unsoundness or injury, and while 
being rested at the farm he is bred to a limited number of 
mares. The following year he will be returned to racing. But 
in any event, the problems encountered are similar, and we may 
consider as a group all young horses entering the stud for the 
first breeding season. 


The first and probably the most important consideration 
in connection with a newly arrived stallion is his physical con- 
dition. Such candidates often arrive at a farm directly from 
a strenuous racing campaign, and they are not fully “let 
down” from their training schedule. They are likely to be 
somewhat nervous, rather finicky in their eating habits, and 
possibly sensitive to any gross change in their food. An 
occasional individual may be in a marked run-down condi- 
tion, with some degree of anemia. In the presence of any 
of these conditions, it should be quite obvious that the horse 
is not in shape to begin breeding. He must have time to ad- 
just himself to his new environment, his new groom, and the 
general routine of his surroundings. 


A few weeks of being turned out in a paddock with plenty 
of good grass and a gradual change in the kind and amount 
of the grain and hay that is fed to him will make a tremendous 
difference in any horse. Unless complications such as anemia 
or injuries received in training require the attention of a vet- 
erinarian, the building up of the physical condition of a stallion 
prospect is entirely in the hands of those responsible for his 
care. 


If it is found advisable to have a semen examination 
made before the horse is actually in the proper physical con- 
dition. a comparatively poor quality of semen sample should 
not cause too great concern. As will be explained later, the 
quality of the semen depends to quite an extent upon the 
physical state of the individual horse. Steady improvement 
will be noted in the semen samples as the horse begins to 
improve physically as a result of his rest from strenuous racing 
and training. 

Temperament is another very important guide to the fu- 
ture handling and breeding behavior of a prospective stallion. 
While it is quite impossible to tell by observation of a young 
horse fresh from the race track just what sort of manners he 
will exhibit in the breeding shed, it is well to become acquaint- 
ed with him so any necessary schooling may be given at the 
right time and place, and to the degree that will best serve 
the interests of all concerned. Many behavior traits as well as 
physical attributes appear to be inherited, and quite often 


a young stallion is handicapped at the start because of the 
reputation of his sire or dam. Some personality traits may be 
noticeable, but it must be remembered that the proper handling 
of a young horse from the start of his stud career has more to 
do with his future actions in the breeding shed than the fact 
that his sire was “slow” or “rank” or whatever he may have 
been. 


Generally speaking, the average horse returning to the 
farm for stud duty presents no special problems. Ordinarily 
he is in good physical condition even though he may be 
somewhat drawn from his training. He can be expected to gain 
weight relatively quickly, and after a few days in the paddock 
he will settle down and enjoy the leisurely life, even though he 
may have been away from it for a long time. 


If the reason for his retirement from racing happens to 
be sickness or unsoundness that is acute enough to require 
veterinary attention, the corrective measures should be started 
at once. At any rate, the prime concern is in getting the 
horse settled as comfortably as possible in his new home. 


SEMEN EXAMINATION. Once an owner has decided to 
retire a horse to the stud, or even before the retirement ac- 
tually begins, it is essential for him to know whether or not 
the horse is fertile. It can be said that in general there is 
little trouble in obtaining a semen sample for examination, but 
occasionally with a young horse that has never been bred some 
difficulty is encountered in getting him to complete a service 
in order to obtain a fair and representative sample. 


Probably more young horses are examined for stud duty 
outside of the regular breeding season than during this time. 
In this case it is necessary to locate a mare that is in season, 
preferably of a breed other than Thoroughbred. The ideal trial 
mare is of the draft type, one that has been bred for several 
years and that is not too large for the horse being examined. 
This sort of mare tends to be more quiet and patient with a 
green, excited, and sometimes almost unbelievably ignorant 
young stallion. It is very important that the mare used for the 
first breeding be very gentle, because if she kicks or fights 
to any extent many horses will become discouraged and will 
refuse to try to breed her. 


When a trial breeding is to take place on a farm, the mare 
is prepared the same as for routine breeding, and is taken 
to the breeding shed. When the stallion is brought into the 
shed it is best to let him tease the mare over the teasing 
bar for a few minutes. If he appears anxious and gets ready 
for the breeding, the mare is placed in position for breeding 
and the twitch and hobbles are put on her. As stated earlier, 
the handling of a young stallion is very important from this 
point on, and should be entrusted only to an experienced 
stud man. It is extremely easy for a young horse to develop 
bad or undesirable habits during the early breedings. and 
they may be very hard to cure later on. The young horse should 
be handled as gently as possible, but firmly. 

The stallion should be led up to a position behind and 
slightly to the left of the test mare, and stopped. He should

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THINGS & PEOPLE 


Over the Long Labor Day week-end, the 
average citizen seems to prefer being any 
place but home. Fishing camps, bathing 
beaches and other sources of suntan are 
among his choices, and highways crawl 
with automobiles as he sweats his way 
to his destination, and toils back. 


This year the nation’s race tracks got 
a big segment of the holidaying refugees. 
At 13 courses open on the Monday, ac- 
cording to the Associated Press, attend- 
ance totalled almost 300,000, and betting 
was about $1414 million. Baseball, on the 
other hand, lost 37,000 customers com- 
pared to last year’s Labor Day attendance. 
Five major tracks surveyed by the news 
service (Aqueduct, Atlantic City, Wash- 
ington Park, Narragansett Park, and Del 
Mar) showed a total attendance gain of 
more than 23,000 over last year’s Labor 
Day figures, and a betting gain of more 
than $1,697,000. Aqueduct’s attendance 
was $48,132, with per-capita betting of 
about $60. Washington Park’s 41,055 cus- 
tomers bet an average of $51. 


Aside from the fillip of bet. 
ting. Washington Park patrons 
got an unexpected jolt when 
a supplementary starting gate, 
required by the field of 19, 
failed to open promptly for 
the Washington Park Handi- 
cap and five horses made de- 
layed getaways. Fortunately 
for many of the bettors, Cu- 
randero, a member of the mu- 
tuel field, which was the fav- 
orite, got up to win. For beat- 
ing Oil Capitol a nose, Cu- 
randero (through the King 
Ranch. his next friend) re- 
ceived a whopping $115,950 
in first money. This isn’t an 
all-time record for first money, 
(Great Circle won $144,325 in 
the Santa Anita Maturity) but 
it will at least partly pacify 
the tax collector. 


The Labor Day week-end 
turnouts at the race tracks re- 
flected the increasing interest 
in horse racing shown by the 
public this year. The trend in 
betting and attendance has 
ranged steadily upward this 
year. Daily Racing Form fig- 
ures show pluses in the attend- 
ance column up to 55 per cent 
over 1950, and gains in betting 
up to 59 per cent. Minuses 
are very few. 


@ Auctioneer GEorGE SwINE- 
BROAD this week sent to 
the National Museum of 


Racing, at Saratoga, the gavel he used 
(see cut) in selling more than $125,000,- 
000 worth of horses, and which earlier 
had been used by the late Georce Bain 
during an auction career which included 
the sale of Man o’ War. The following 
inscription appears inside the frame sur- 
rounding the gavel: “This gavel, the head 
of which is a rare African wood, was used 
by Auctioneer Geo. Swinebroad from 1936 
through 1949. With it he sold over $125,- 
000,000 worth of blooded horses, includ- 
ing the Thoroughbreds Stepfather for 
$200,000, Busher for $135,000, Honeymoon 
for $135,000, Be Faithful for $100,000, 
Algasir for $106,000 (at Saratoga), Spec- 
ulation (yearling) for $65,000 and Uvira 
(broodmare) for $61,000. Also the Stand- 
ardbreds Imperial Hanover (yearling) for 
$72,000 and Algiers (stallion) for $70,- 
C00. This is the same gavel used for many 
years by the great horse auctioneer, 
George A. Bain, and with which he sold 
Man o’ War as a yearling at Saratoga to 
Samuel D. Riddle for $5,000.” 


@ Citation and Coaltown arrived at Calu- 
met Farm this week from Chicago and 
will be unwound, preparatory to entering

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the stud in 1952. Both had spent time at 
the farm during their racing careers, and 
Paut EpetHarpt, Calumet’s general man- 
ager, anticipates no difficulty in adjust- 
ing them to their new routine. In the 
van with them was Bewitch, which also 
has been retired from racing. She will 
be bred to *Alibhai next year. 


The offspring of Bull Lea won a total 
of 75 races and $1,964,040. No other 
breeding establishment has retired three 
such notable performers at one time. 


Q“He bought the farm Saturday and 
started cutting tobacco on Monday,” re- 
lated IRA Drymon this week of his son 
Jimmy, who has bought Strodes Creek 
Farm, near Paris, Ky., from T. M. Girper, 
and will operate it as a Thoroughbred 
Nursery. Young James D. Drymon was 
brought up in the horse business, as his 
father’s son would be, but forsook it for 
a military career (he was the youngest 
Air Force officer at the time of his com- 
missioning), and a successful venture in- 
to the dairy business at St. Louis. Now he 
has had enough of flying and dairying, 
and will settle down with his wife and two 
children on the 308-acre farm, which was 
equipped by Mr. Girdler (Re- 
public Steel) with fireproof 
steel buildings. He will board 
mares, prepare yearlings for 
sales, and otherwise conduct 
a general Thoroughbred breed- 
ing farm. The place will con- 
tinue to be known as Strodes 
Creek Farm. Mr. Girdler will 
retain a few  broodmares, 
which he will board with Jim- 
my Drymon, and will continue 
to live at his nearby Steel- 
way Farm. 


@Ray Bett, whose unbeat- 
en 2-year-old Windy City is 
beginning to be compared with 
The Tetrarch, writes from 
London: 

“T have just read where I 
would be willing to match 
Windy City against any 3-year- 
old at Santa Anita in March 
for $50,000.

Confronted with all this evidence of class, J. B. 
Campbell, the handicapper at the New York 
tracks, established her as the topweight, under 
126 pounds, for the 1%4-mile Alabama Stakes. 
At this weight she carried four pounds more 
than Aunt Jinny, the second topweight, and 14 
more than Tumeric and Boot All. The Alabama 
turned out to be virtually no test at all for 
the daughter of Count Fleet. Boot All went to 
the front at once, with Kiss Me Kate lying second. 
They stayed in that order until reaching the 
stretch turn, when Eddie Arcaro turned the 
Jeffords filly loose, and she went pass the 
leader “like the Cincinnati Limited going through 
Anchorage, Ky.,” according to eye-witness Joe 
H. Palmer. Vulcania moved at approximately 
the same time and so did Aunt Jinny. They 
easily passed the tiring Boot All, but failed to 
handle Kiss Me Kate, which won by eight 
lengths. It was her fourth stakes win of the year, 
and the 21st victory of the Saratoga meeting for 
Arearo. The victory confirmed her status as 
the leading 3-year-old filly of the eastern season 
(midwesterners would want to see her beat Sickle’s 
Image before conceding the national crown). 
Kiss Me Kate is the second Alabama winner to 


be bred and raced by Mr. Jeffords. Regal Lily, 
the 1937 victress, is the other. Mrs. Jeffords’ 
Adile won the race in 1949. She was bred by 
Mr. Jeffords.

The day after Kiss Me Kate had about wrapped 
up the championship among the eastern 3-year- 
old fillies, Ogden Phipps’ Busanda came out for 
the 14-furlong Saratoga Cup and made herself 
the queen of the older mares and _ fillies, and 
took a good hold on handicap honors for horses of 
either sex. In the Cup, the daughter of War Ad- 
miral faced only males, at weight for age. 
Earlier in the year, under 102 pounds, she had 
beaten Lone Eagle and others in the Suburban 
Handicap, with the benefit of a weight concession. 
In the Saratoga Cup she received only the five- 
pound sex allowance from a_ similar, though 
much smaller, field. 

The strategy for the Cup was the familiar 
one of sending a horse out in front, and leaving 
it to the others to catch up. Sometimes it works, 
sometimes it backfires. In this instance it worked. 
Eric Guerin rated Busanda carefully in the lead, 
keeping about a length ahead of Lone Eagle. 
The pace was slow, and when she turned _ into 
the stretch for the second and final time, Bu- 
sanda had enough reserve to hold Lone Eagle 
safe. She won by 3% lengths. Lone Eagle had a 
4%-length margin over Bit o’ Fate, which in 
turn led Big Stretch, the other starter, by 24 
lengths. 

Busanda is the fifth mare to win the Saratoga 
Cup since 1865. Thora won the race in 1882, Bel- 
dame in 1904, Running Water in 1907, and Dorimar 
in 1941. 

Busanda has won the Suburban, Top Flight and 
New Castle Handicaps and the Saratoga Cup 
this year. For her pedigree and family notes 
see THE Brioop-Horse of June 9, page 1024.

Just a Kiss in the Dark; 
A Rider the Customers Knew

Presumably, a dozen years from now, 
the 1951 Saratoga meeting will be re- 
membered as the one at which Busanda 
won the Cup and Kiss Me Kate won the 
Alabama. and that sort of thing, but on 
lonely winter nights, with the snow hiss- 
ing down the chimney and the wind roar- 
ing outside, I shall remember it as the 
one at which Eddie Arcaro kissed the 
cook. 


The facts leading up to this were not the 
usual ones. The Arcaro family moved into 
a rented house for the meeting. It is a 
large and rambling affair, and a man 
can be excused for losing himself in it. 
The floor plan, naturally, was unfamiliar. 
Eddie. going out for a while on the first 
Sunday. a day before the meeting opened, 
was given instructions. 

“Remember to kiss Bobby goodnight 
when you come in,” he was told. “Some- 
times he complains that you go to bed 
without saying goodnight to him.” 

Master Edward returned at an hour 
when men are sometimes up but when 
children should be in bed. As a jockey 
he remembers and follows riding orders, 
and as a father he does the same thing. 
He went into Bobby’s room and kissed the 
child goodnight. 


Only trouble was that the voice which 
came up from the pillow said, “This ain’t 
Bobby. Mr. Eddie; this is Carrie.” 

This wasn’t the only trouble, at that. 
Mrs. Arcaro had seen this situation un- 
folding. and had watched it with tem- 
porarily silent amusement, a circumstance 
which did nothing to restore order. But 
by the next day everybody thought it was 
very funny, with one exception. 

Naturally the story got around, and in- 
evitably it got into one of the newspapers. 
The cook read it, and quit. 

There was some discussion as to wheth- 
er the story should have been printed, and 
this department with unprecedented gen- 
erosity. offered to supress the sequel. 

“Go ahead and print it,” said Arcaro. 
“What can we lose? The girl’s already 
left.” 


DELINQUENCY. High on the list of 
famous last words uttered at Saratoga 
are, “Let’s stop by the Paddock for one 
more drink and then give up.”

Well, the following day, or the same 
day if you are precise, a race came up. 
One of the aforesaid jockeys won it, the 
other finished on the runner-up, and the 
owner's horse ran third. 


The owner turned accusingly to this 
witness and remarked, “We didn’t keep 
those little......s up late enough.” 


DATES. The record of the Saratoga 
meeting was quite explicit. For three 
weeks, without any exception, attendance 
was over the 1950 figures. For the closing 
week it was uniformly below. This hadn’t 
been expected, but the reason for it was 
plain enough, for the same factor was to 
be observed on the streets and in the 
stores. The vacation population of the 
Saratoga-Albany-Schenectady-Schuylerville 
neighborhood was visibly diminishing, 
from day to day, since people either had 
to catch young children from camps or 
send older ones off to school. or just get 
back to work. Saratoga’s dates, starting 
August 6, were later than anyone could 
remember, and they were obviously a 
week too late. It shouldn’t be a difficult 
matter to correct, for there is no such 
obvious movement of population in the 
metropolitan area. Even if the Saratoga 
Association had moved the meeting up by 
altering its Jamaica phase it would have 
done better, though it did well enough. 
If the Empire City Association had fore- 
gone its six-day summer meet and had 
added the time to its late-season meeting 
it could hardly have mattered to Em- 
pire City, and it would have helped Sara- 
toga materially. 


RIDER. The most applause I’ve seen a 
rider get for some time went to young 
Ray Woolfe Jr., after he came back suc- 
cessfully in the Saratoga Steeplechase 
Handicap with Hampton Roads, a Mont- 
pelier jumper which was exactly half his 
rider’s age. Raymie, as uis family calls 


him, will be back in Camden, (S. C.) high 
school by the time you read this, and 
with a fair tale to tell. He’s ridden hunters 
and jumpers for some time, under the 
tutelage of his father, who was a prom- 
inent amateur rider in his time, which 
wasn't so long ago, but he had his first 
mount outside a hunt meeting on Hamp. 
ton Roads on August 23. The horse raced 
wide all the way and finished second to 
Oedipus, which seems to be the best jump- 
er around. Then there was a mount on 
Count Pyna in a hurdle race five days 
later, the horse showing nothing and 
finishing unplaced. 


On August 30 came the big one. Hamp- 
ton Roads was fairly well up from the 
beginning, but coming to the water jump 
the second time around the youngster de- 
cided that this was the time. He chucked 
Hampton Roads at the leaders, and the 
Annapolis gelding took the jump with a 
soaring leap that put him in front. Noth- 
ing could challenge him afterward, though 
he persisted in standing off so far from 
his jumps that he looked likely to land 
on top of one of them, and over the last 
fence he had to win it, finishing eight 
lengths in front. 


Normally when a jockey wins his first 
race, about all the notice he gets from the 
customers is a few inquiries, like “who 
the hell is he?” But the customers knew 
about this one, and he got a fine hand 
when he came back with the horse, trying 
to look as though he had had a winner a 
day all through the meeting. He’s just 
sixteen, as I think I’ve reported before, 
and a nice kid into the bargain, and even 
people who had lost their money seemed 
glad that he had won. 


Another pleasing item was that Harry 
Kirkover, the patron saint of Camden and 
the designer of the fairly fabulous Spring- 
dale course, had been selected to give the 
trophy. He must have enjoyed giving it for 
a horse ridden by young Ray, who has 
been over about all the fences Mr. Kirk 
has built, and had got most of his riding 
lessons at Camden. 


Progeny of the Nearco stallion Dante 
ran one-two-three in this year’s renewal of 
the six-furlong Rous Memorial Stakes at 
Goodwood (England). Speechmaker, a 
colt out of Oracion, by Apelle, bred and 
owned by Major Dermot McCalmont and 
ridden by Neville Sellwood, was the win- 
ner. The Aga Khan’s filly Dader was sec- 
ond, King George’s colt Deuce third. The 
race is for “2-year-olds got by stallions 
that won a weight-for-age race of one and 
a half miles or over value £500 or over.” 


Arentelle, a 3-year-old bay filly by 
*Ardan out of La Futaie, won the 114- 
mile Prix Guillaume le Conquerant at 
Deauville recently.

OBITUARY 


Ben Ali Haggin 


Ben Ali Haggin, who died September 2 
in Doctors Hospital in New York City, was 
to be buried at the cemetery in Lexing- 
ton, Ky.. on the morning of September 7. 
A son of James Ben Ali Haggin and 
Lee Wood Haggin. and a grandson of the 
noted Turfman James B. Haggin, Ben Ali 
Haggin made his own name noted in the 
field of art. 

He painted the portraits of many no- 
tables and a few race horses (including 
The Porter, the blind mare Bonus and 
her famous son Twenty Grand), directed 
and produced the pageants for the Beaux 
Arts and numerous other balls, and was 
credited with originating the living table- 
aux of the Ziegfield Follies. He was born 
in New York April 20, 1882. He is sur- 
vived by his wife. Mrs. Mary Colahan 
Haggin. and their two sons, Jonathan Ben 
Ali Haggin and James Lee Haggin; a 
daughter. Mrs. Louis M. Gourd (from his 
first marriage. to Faith Robinson); and 
another son, John B. Haggin (from his 
secont marriage, to Helen Roche). 

Ben Ali Haggin was a cousin of Louis 
Lee Haggin II, president of Keeneland 
Race Course. Inc.. and a breeder and 
owner of Thoroughbreds.

be allowed to smell her, and if he shows the inclination, he 
may be permitted to rub his nose lightly around her rear 
quarters and flanks, but not around the hocks or lower legs. 
When his actions indicate that he is ready, he is encouraged 
to mount the mare. Let it be understood at this point that 
there is no known technique for putting a stallion up on a 
mare unless he wants to get up. However, whether he gets up 
at all, and the manner in which he does it, are largely in- 
fluenced by the man on the end of his lead shank. The han- 
dler’s words and tone of voice, his movements and the pressure 
he applies to the bit, all play an important part in the educa- 
tion of a prospective stallion. If at any point the horse should 
rear, lunge, or shy into a bad position for mounting the mare. 
he should be forcibly taken back and moved into the correct 
position. As soon as he mounts satisfactorily, he is aided in 
entering the mare, and given a free rein. 


The majority of young horses will perform surprisingly 
well the first time they are bred. In fact, many of them act like 
veterans. Others may be clumsy or awkward and will take 
perhaps an hour to complete the breeding. Some few will ap- 
pear to have no idea whatsoever of what is expected of them. 
Some individuals may play around a mare but make no effort 
to mount her. Another may mount and get down immediately, 
without entering the mare. Still another will stand quietly be- 
hind the mare and show no inclination to make further ad- 
vances. The latter situation is perhaps the most aggravating of 
all. While other horses will eventually settle down and com- 
plete the cover, even though two or three daily lessons are re- 
quired, the slow-starting type may continue his indifferent 
attitude for several days. 


If no progress seems to have been made after working 
with a young horse at his first attempt at breeding, it is best 
to return him to his stall after about an hour of trying, and 


bring him out again the next day. The procedure tends to en- 
courage him to work a little harder at the next trial, and does 
not extend the period of excitement and heavy sweating too 
long. After a horse once completes a service, he will ordinarily 
continue serving without undue hesitation. 

In the case of the aforementioned slow beginners, two or 
three weeks or even longer are required to get a satisfactory 
service completed. Generally these slow individuals will de- 
velop an interest in the job at hand and slowly but surely will 
progress by stages through the getting ready, the mounting, 
the entering, and finally, the ejaculation. 

Each step may require two or three days, which in turn 
will require the procurement of another test mare, since one 
mare certainly will not stay in season long enough to educate 
a slow horse. Animals of this type are aggravating to handle, 
and they cause anxiety to their owners, who are concerned to 
know whether the horse will ever breed, and whether he is 
fertile. Patience and persistence are the only satisfactory an- 
swers to such problems. Some stimulation in the way of hor- 
mone therapy is of some benefit, but undue or continued stimu- 
lation with drugs must certainly be avoided. It should be 
emphasized that damage done to the genital system, and es- 
pecially that of a male animal, can rarely if ever be repaired. 

One encouraging fact can be called to mind at this time, 
and that is that once a horse completes his first service he can 
be expected to continue in the same manner as other young 
stallions. Some of these individuals develop into very fast- 
serving horses. This is not to say that fast-serving horses are 
necessarily more fertile than slower ones, but it illustrates the 
point that the beginning a stallion makes in the breeding shed 
is not always an indication of his future behavior. »,

Blue Reading raced poorly in his first three 
starts early in the year at Santa Anita Park, then 
finished fourth in the Maturity Stakes, and was 
given a long rest. He began his comeback by 
finishing second in an allowance race at Holly- 
wood Park in July, then moved to Del Mar, 
where two starts have netted him victories in the 
Bing Crosby Handicap and San Diego Handi- 
cap. The latter moved his earnings to $100,770, 
made him the first $100,000 winner for his sire 
and for his breeder, Mrs. A. W. Ryan. 

Blue Reading was foaled February 11, 1947, at

U. S.) was foaled on March 21, 1947, at Bill 
Stremmel’s Glen Cove Stud, Vallejo, Calif. He was 


_bought privately by Mrs. E. H. Beezley, his present 


owner, and has raced for her throughout his career 
at the tracks. He is trained by Earl Beezley, of 
Auburn, Neb., Mrs. Beezley’s husband. 

The Colorado Mile was the second victory of 
1951 for Pintail Sprig, and was by far his most 
important win. On the morning of the race, ac- 
cording to report, Mr. Beezley was doubtful about 
starting the colt, because the 15-horse field re- 
quired a supplemental three-stall starting gate, and 
Pintail Sprig had drawn one of the outside post 
positions. Apprentice Wayne Dickinson, who had 
been riding at Mexico City, kept the son of Andy 
K. out of trouble in the early part of the race, 
cut for the inside and made his big run in the 
stretch. It was the first stakes win for both horse 
and rider. Barbastel was in front most of the way, 
succumbed to pressure in the last sixteenth of a 
mile. 

Pintail Sprig was rested in Nebraska last win- 
ter, has done all his 1951 racing at Centennial 
Park, the new track near Denver. He is the first 
stakes winner of the year for his sire, Andy K.., 
which now stands at the W. W. Naylor ranch, 
San Fernando, Calif. Andy’s Glory is the other 
stakes winner for Andy K. *Curtain Call II, dam 
of Pintail Sprig, had a brown colt foal this year 
by *Kings Abbey at Yearling Row (Ronald Regan 
and Nino Pipitone, Northridge, Calif.), and was 
bred to *Reading IT.

Pilaster was foaled on March 22, 1944, at Henry 
L. Straus’ Cherry Hill Farm, in Maryland. He 
raced for his breeder-owner until the fall of 
1949, when Mr. Straus, vice president of the 
American Totalizator Company, died in an_air- 
plane crash near Baltimore. A dispersal of most of 
his Thoroughbred holdings followed. Mrs. Straus 
retained Pilaster, which had been a good winner, 
and the son of Pilate has continued to race under 
the colors of his trainer, F. A. Bonsal, who has 
been racing him under lease. 

The first two years of Pilaster’s racing career 
were comparatively unimpressive, but he was not 
campaigned too hard, and started only six times 
as a 2-year-old. At four, in 1948, Pilaster de- 
veloped into a stout distance runner. He won the 
Sagamore Stakes (114 miles), the Grayson Stakes 
(156 miles), the Governor Bowie Handicap (1% 
miles), the Exterminator Handicap (2% miles), 
and the Bryan and O’Hara Memorial Handicap 
(1,3; miles). He was second in the Granite State 
Handicap and third in the Pimlico Cup and the 
Prince George Autumn Handicap. He set a track 
record of 3:3936 for 27; miles at Pimlico. The 
next year, at five, Pilaster won the Governor's 
Handicap (Narragansett Park), Pimlico Cup 
Handicap (2% miles), Riggs (1% miles), and 
the Prince George Autumn Handicap, and was 
second in three stakes and third in four. 

Last year he was troubled by a doubtful ankle 
and won only two races from nine starts, but his 
victories included the New York Handicap (2% 
miles), and he was third in the Atlantic City 
Turf Handicap. 

This year Pilaster did not get to the races un- 
til July 11. He was unsuccessful in his first three 
starts, but won his fourth one, a nine-furlong al- 
lowance race at Atlantic City, two weeks prior to 
the running of the Absecon Island Handicap, 
which this year was run over the grass for the 
first time. He was not hurried during the early 
part of the race, but easily picked up the leaders 
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in the late stages and won by 1% lengths, with- 
out having been put to much pressure.

Going into the Hopeful, the score between Al- 
fred Vanderbilt’s Cousin and the Greentree Stable’s 
Tom Fool was 1-0, Tom Fool. The Greentree colt 
had beaten the son of *Priam II in the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes, their only previous battle- 
field, and a win in the Hopeful would have put 
him up 2-0. In the preliminaries to the race, 
Cousin showed admirable spirit, being anxious 
for the bell to ring, but his zest caused Eric 
Guerin to topple off him backwards, and the 
flag had to be suspended until equilibrium was 
restored. 

Once the word was given, the stage was seized 
by Thymus and Paramount Pete, two maidens. But 
their moment was brief, and their stakes-winning 
rivals, Hannibal, Cousin, and Tom Fool, furnished 
the most important action. Of these three, Tom 
Fool made the first decisive move by taking the 
lead from Thymus at about the three-eighths pole, 
along the rail. Cousin and Hannibal also moved, 
and the trio was closely bunched until the six- 
teenth pole, when Cousin got the lead. His mar- 
gin over Tom Fool at the wire was 1%4 lengths. 
Hannibal was a neck behind Tom Fool. 

The track was reported to be slippery on top, 
from rain the night before, but solid underneath. 
Tom Fool wore steel shoes, Cousin and Paramount 
Pete wore mud caulks in front, the others wore 
aluminum shoes. 

The victory gave Cousin his third stakes win 
(earlier ones were the Great American Stakes and 
the Saratoga Special) and a stakes second (to Tom 
Fool in the Grand Union). It brought his earnings 
to $94,400 off an initial investment of $20,000, 
his cost as a yearling at Keeneland in 1950. The 
win also gave Eric Guerin his 25th of the Saratoga 
meeting, breaking his 24-24 tie with Eddie Arcaro, 
who was at Washington Park on Hopeful Day to 
rider Tiger Sir (unplaced) in the Washington Park 
Futurity.

placed throughout, but lost a little distance on the 
turn. Happy Go Lucky made up a lot of ground 
in coming irom i3th to 3rd, but he was not 
close to passing the first two finishers. 

Oh Leo opened his stakes-winning career by 
taking the Duncan F. Kenner Stakes, at the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds, on February 17. It was 
his fourth start and fourth win. After arriving at 
Chicago he won the Hyde Park Stakes (first di- 
vision) and the Primer Stakes, and was second 
to Hill Gail in the Arlington Futurity, in which 
he distinguished himself by trying to bite the 
Calumet Farm colt as they raced close together 
in the stretch. His Futurity earnings brought his 
winnings to $104,972, making him the first winner 
of $100,000 for his sire, the aged Jean Valjean, 
which was foaled in 1926, and the first for Keene- 
land Stud (Keene Gurnee). Mr. Gurnee’s uncle, 
the late J. O. Keene, bred Lord Boswell, a $100,- 
000 winner. 

J. H. Dunn, of Oak Park, II1., paid $2,600 for Oh 
Leo at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1950. He 
was in the Keeneland Stud consignment. A three- 
quarters brother to Oh Leo (by Side Boy, a son 
of Jean Valjean) was bought by Henry Forrest 
from the Keeneland Stud consignment to the 
1951 Keeneland Summer Sales for $5,200.

RESEARCH REPORT 


A process for freezing sperm cells so 
they may be preserved indefinitely was 
announced in England recently by Dr. A. 
S. Parkes, of the National Institute for 
Medical Research. The method involves 
the use of glycerol (an ingredient in anti- 
freeze mixtures). By quick freezing, the 
sperm and the glycerol are quickly re- 
duced to -75 degrees centigrade. Crystals 
form, but they do not crush the cells, 
which remain fertile “almost indefinitely.” 
Sometimes the weaker sperm cells may 
die, so the freezing seems to be a means 
of selecting healthy cells. At the meeting 
at which Dr. Parkes’ announcement was 
made, Dr. John Hammond, of Cambridge 
University, stated that with proper nutri- 
tion, there is no limit to the intensive pro- 
duction of animals, aside from their ge- 
netic limitations. The secret, he declared, 
is to feed the parts of an animal necessary 
for food production and not “waste food 
on maintenance of parts of the body.”

Regardless of pedigree and present appearance, race- 
course success will depend in large measure on the condi- 
tion of the horse next year. Neither the race course nor 
the barn is the natural habitat of the horse—not even the 
thoroughbred after 200 years on the race courses.
